Seven-year-old gives back, in spite of illness

Three months after receiv¬ 
ing a heart transplant, 7-year- 
old Luke Landrum hopes to 
make other children feel bet¬ 
ter. 

The Grant County resi¬ 
dent, who was born with 
Hypoplastic Left Heart 
Syndrome, has created 
Luke’s Coloring Company. 

The idea is to provide col¬ 
orful artwork to children 
who, like Luke, have strug¬ 
gled with health issues at a 
young age. 

“We are thankful for 
Luke’s giving spirit and are 
very excited about his idea 
for the coloring company,” 
said Luke’s mom, Cassie 
Leigh Landrum, “One of the 
things he always does when 
he is in the hospital is deco¬ 
rate his room with pictures 
he has colored and posters 
and cards from friends 
because this makes him feel 


more at home. That is why 
he came up with this idea 
because he wanted to help 
many children be able to 


cope with being away from 
home and ‘to help them feel 
better.’ His enthusiasm is 
contagious and you just can’t 


help but want to do whatever 
it takes to see his dream 
come to fruition.” 

Luke has already colored 
and delivered more than 200 
pictures that were given to 
the children at Cincinnati 
Children’s Hospital and the 
Cincinnati Ronald McDonald 
House. 

The Landrums will also 
be partnering with several 
other organizations, as well, 
that create care packages for 
children and their families in 
Kentucky and nationwide to 
help distribute the pictures. 

The family contacted 
Crayola about Luke’s 
endeavor and the company 
sent him new crayons to use 
for his artwork. 

Looking for a way to 
expand Luke’s Coloring 
Company, the Grant County 
Parks and Recreation is col¬ 
laborating with the project to 
get the community involved.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Controlling pests 
on indoor plants 



H ave you noticed a sticky substance on 
the floor beneath your ficus or 
philodendron? Are there little scabs 
on the underside of the leaves of your orchid? 
Maybe you have noticed that your plants just 
look a little lack luster. Well, we can blame some 
of the plant puniness on being a tropical 
houseplant indoors in Kentuckiana during the 
winter. 

Low levels of humidity and low levels of light 
trigger a response in plants that slows them 
down, causing them to shed foliage and leaving 
them in a standby phase until the environment 
turns more favorable. However, another reality 
of being a houseplant is that you are susceptible 
to a handful of insect problems while waiting 
indoors until spring. By the time people notice a 
problem with a plant a couple of things are 
already beginning to happen. I mentioned the 
sticky stuff on the floor well, that’s actually 
honeydew. Honeydew is a nice way of saying 
bug poop. Also, yellowing or the shedding of 
leaves is common in the winter but it could be 
caused by insect problems, too. 

Many of the insects that feed on our plants are 
considered sucking insects and the worst of the 
offenders are called scales. There are soft scales 
and armored scales, the latter of which does not 
produce honeydew. The former does and is 
considered the most common and the most 
troublesome for plants. Scales can be found on 
either side of the leaves but most often they 
choose to secure themselves on the underside. 
How do you tell if you have scale? The scale 
looks like a small oval scab and besides the 
stickiness left behind by 
the honeydew other 
symptoms can be seen in 
distorted, yellowing 
foliage and an overall pale 
as the scales suck the 
juices from the plant. 

What’s 

bugging you? 

There are several 
different ways to control 
scale, all of which are low 
on the toxicity scale, no 
pun intended. 

Horticultural oil is a safe 
and effective approach 
which essentially 

smoothers the scale. On 
houseplants apply a 2 
percent solution and be sure that you are using 
the lighter horticultural grade oil, not the heavier 
dormant oil. Pruning heavily infested plants may 
also be a good idea before you begin your 
treatment. For plants that are lightly infested you 
can clean the plant up and remove the scale with 
rubbing alcohol and a cotton ball, use an 
insecticidal soap, or soapy water and a soft cloth. 

Spidermites are also common on houseplants 
and can be identified by the “bronzing” effect 
that their feeding activity causes and by the 
existence of clusters of webbing. The spidermites 
themselves are tiny and hard to see but the 
symptoms they cause are obvious. Spidermites 
essentially suck the chlorophyll from the plant 
that causes the foliage to take on a brownish 
color. Indoor control methods for spidermites 
include horticultural oils, misting to increase 
humidity levels (high humidity is unfavorable) or 
placing the plant in the shower to destroy the 
webs and knock the mites from the plant. 

Fungus gnats are not as common except for 
those who have plants that require constant 
moisture and are potted in mixtures high in 
organic matter. Fungus gnats do not damage the 
foliage of plants like the other indoor plant pests 
but they can prove to be a nuisance if you have 
an infestation indoors. When the female gnat is 
ready to lay her eggs she is attracted to moist 
areas high in organic matter. Once the larvae 
hatch they primarily feed on the organic matter 
that attracted their mother but if the source is 
insufficient them they may begin feeding on the 
plant’s roots and root hairs. Of course the root 
feeding will cause the plant to wilt and if it 
continues it can kill the plant. 

If you have a problem with fungus gnats, an 
ounce of prevention is worth a pound of cure. 
Let your houseplants dry out between waterings 
and use a sterile potting mixture instead of one 
that is high in organic matter.

Where Jesus is 
Kermit the Frog 

A few weeks ago I met with a friend who’s a 
play therapist. 

. She works with troubled, abused and 
damaged children, letting them play while she ob¬ 
serves and does some other stuff — therapist stuff 
— that helps them express and process their thoughts 
and feelings. 

There’s a lot more to it, but that’s my reduced-to- 
bare-bones version of what she does. 

She’s got tons of toys, mostly figures of people and 
animals, some scary like snakes and spiders and mon¬ 
sters, some from pop culture like Daffy Duck, Homer 
Simpson, Disney princesses. In her playroom there’s 
a doll house and dress-up clothes and I forgot what 
else. 

One of the therapies she does with kids and adults 
too is sand tray therapy. 

You have a tray of sand in front of you and you 
take a little basket and “shop” among her hundreds of 
figures and then you set them up in the sand however 
your imagination and subconscious directs. 

The theory is, the result is a microcosm of your 
inner world. According to some of the research I did, 
what you create may or may not even make immedi¬ 
ate sense to you once you’re finished, but every piece 
has meaning, from what you choose to where you 
place it. 

My friend the therapist invited me and another 
friend to come play in the sand. At first it sounded 
scary. Like, what if we did it wrong? Or what if the 

therapist could look 
into our souls and see 
something evil and 
awful? What if our 
sand world meant that 
we were serial killers? 

I decided that I 
would go, but only 
to observe and take 
mental notes. 

However, shortly 
after we got to the 
play therapist’s office, 
one of the three trays 
of sand that sat out on 
tables drew my atten¬ 
tion, a tray of beauti¬ 
ful, messy damp sand. 
I started smoothing it out, talking about the huge 
sand box we had as kids, a fourth of our back yard and 
how we spent hours playing in it. 

When I got the sand as flat and level as I could, I 
said, “This is how I eat ice cream,” and dug a shallow 
moat around the sides, then leveled off the middle. 
That’s the way my dad eats ice cream from the carton. 

My friend who had come and who also hadn’t 
wanted to play made her sand tray into a scene and 
a metaphor of her life. We had agreed to keep every¬ 
thing confidential, so I can’t say what her sand tray 
was about, except that it was quite meaningful to her 
and therapeutic. 

First, I needed the ocean, my ultimate place of 
peace, restoration and wholeness, so I used blue and 
green glass stones as the water. 

Then I placed my toy figurines in a semi-circle fac¬ 
ing the water: Shrek and Fiona (from the animated 
movie “Shrek”), Snoopy, a dancing gypsy, a bride and 
groom set of teddy bears that were fused together, a 
dad with a front baby carrier, a girl soccer player, a 
California Raisin with sunglasses, a Tasmanian Devil, 
Tigger from Winnie-the-Pooh and a pretty blonde girl. 

These figures represent: my husband and me, my 
daughters, my mom and dad, my son-in-law, my 
granddaughter, my daughter’s significant other, my 
two brothers and my sister. 

Kermit the Frog is Jesus. 

In sand tray therapy there are no rules, no textbook 
list of meanings. I’m not sure why I chose Kermit as 
Jesus and not the standard Jesus figure the therapist 
had on her shelf. I may have also chosen different fig¬ 
ures for my family or would have included more if I 
had taken more time. 

For me, I realized that what was in my sand tray 
was a picture of my highest, deepest, mostly unspo¬ 
ken prayer — that my family would one day be all 
together, at ultimate peace, fully restored and whole, 
embraced by the open arms of Jesus.

Lady Demons squeak by Lady Braves

Coming into the season with high ex¬ 
pectations for themselves, frustration was 
starting to show on the faces of the Wil- 
liamstown Lady Demons after winning 
only once in their first seven games. 

But the Lady Demons were all smiles 
on Dec. 16 after taking their frustrations 
out on cross-town rival Grant County in a 
58-54 district win in a game that saw the 
lead change 11 times. 

But Williamstown, which led for more 
than 27 minutes in the see-saw battle, 
sealed the win by out-scoring Grant Coun¬ 
ty 10-6 over the final three minutes. 

“This game is huge for us,” said an 
excited Williamstown coach Kasey Ma¬ 
son. “We’ve suffered some losses recently 
against teams we felt we should have beat 
and that had the girls really frustrated. I 
was really frustrated. But tonight all the 
girls showed up ready to play and I saw a 
lot more intensity than I had seen in past 
games.” 

Free throws, which has been a major 
problem for Williamstown all season, was 
once again an issue with the Lady Demons 
hitting only half of their attempts (15 of 
30) in the game. But the Lady Demons 
came up big when they needed to, hitting 
all four of their free throw attempts in the 
final seconds of the game to hold off the 
Grant County Lady Braves. 

Michaela Kennedy was the first to 
come up big on the free throw line, sink¬ 
ing a pair to put her team up by four with 
15 seconds remaining. Teammate Katie 
Cheek then made a pair of free throws 
with only four seconds remaining on the 
clock. 

“Free throw shooting has been a 
struggle for us all season. We’re probably 
shooting right around 40 percent from the 
line for the year,” said Mason. “The fact 
that those girls could step up and put them 
in is another sign of the mental toughness 
that the girls are starting to gain. 

“When you want to win bad enough, 
you step up and hit those kind of shots,” 
added Mason. “And these girls really 
wanted this win tonight.” 

Suffering through foul trouble and 
even some minor injuries that forced play¬ 
ers to the sidelines, Williamstown also had 
to rely on bench players to step up and car¬ 
ry more of the load than usual. Seventh- 
grader Kiki Johnson obliged, hitting back- 
to-back shots down the stretch to break a 
tie and put the Lady Demons up for good. 
Her tie-breaking shot with 2:48 remaining 
in the game caught the eye of her coach. 

“I was really proud of Kiki for stepping 
up and taking that shot,” said Mason. “I 
noticed in the first half she was a little hes¬ 
itant. So I told her before she went in the 
game in the second half that we needed 
big things from her. I told her, you have 
to play like you want to win. And she did. 
And it was good to see such mental tough¬ 
ness out of such a young player.” 

Grant County had multiple chances to 
tie the game in the final minute of play, 
but missed shots and turnovers , combined 
with impressive play by Williamstown, 
doomed the Lady Braves.

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WHS falls to GCHS, beats Walton

Expecting early success, Coach 
Roger Harden had to be scratching 
his head wondering what’s next af¬ 
ter his young Demons opened the 
season with three straight losses. 

But the second-year coach 
quickly found out what his team 
is made of as Williamstown went 
on the road on Dec. 13 and won at 
Walton-Verona, 52-49, for the first 
district win for the program in near¬ 
ly five years. 

The win snapped a losing streak 
against district opponents that dates 
back to February 6, 2009 - a span of 
1,765 days. 

While those outside the program 
may rank the Williamstown victory 
over Walton-Verona as a surprise, 
Harden and his players do not. 

“We know what we are capable 
of,” Harden said. “I don’t think we 
are surprised that we won the game. 
I think we are more surprised that 
we are just 1-3 right now. 

“But it was a great win for us,” 
said the Williamstown coach. “It’s 
our first district win in several 
years so it’s a small milestone for 
us. We executed our game plan. 
And we had a lot of guys play big.” 

One key to the game was guard 
play. Committing only 11 turnovers 
in the game, Williamstown handled 
Walton-Verona’s press well for be¬ 
ing such a young team, Harden 
said. 

Chaz Jordan led the Demons 
with 14 points and 15 rebounds. 

While he is disappointed with 
the three losses to start the season, 
Harden is happy with what he has 
learned about his team. And what 
he learned in the Walton-Verona 
win is that his team is not going to 
quit. 

“We handle adversity very 
well,” Harden said. “When we got 
off to the type of start we got off 
to, we were disappointed. But they 
showed me that they are resilient, 
that they can come back from ad¬ 
versity. During the season you’re 
going to have all kinds of adversity. 
But we’ve proven to be a very re¬ 
silient team. And that’s very hard 
to do, especially when you have 
young kids. It shows a lot of char¬ 
acter. It tells me that we’ll continue 
to get better. We’re not going to be 
one of those teams that quits in the 
middle of the year. These guys be¬ 
lieve in tomorrow and that is very 
important.’”

The final deficit of 27 does not 
do justice to how good of a game it 
really was between the cross-town 
rivals. 

Williamstown hung with the 
Braves for more than three quarters 
of the game and was still well with 
in striking distance heading into the 
final quarter trailing by only 14. 
Grant County was able to stretch 
the lead only after Williamstown 
was forced to start taking chances 
to get back in the game in the final 
minutes of play. 

“We did a good job early of con¬ 
trolling the tempo,” said Harden. 
“But (Grant Co.) Coach Grammer 
did a good job of adjusting and tak¬ 
ing us out of what we wanted to 
do.” 

Poor shooting, both from the 
floor and from the charity stripe, 
plagued Williamstown. The De¬ 
mons shot around 24 percent from 
the floor and hit only 22 of 33 free 
throws, missing some key one-and- 
one opportunities when it mattered 
most. 

“Obviously, missed free throws 
hurt us,” said Harden. “But we 
also shot poorly from the field as 
well. The Grant County game is 
a big game for our guys. And we 
have several young kids. And not 
to make excuses, but our young

guys, this was the first time most 
of them had played and it’s a very 
emotional game for them.

“We are so thankful for

said. 

Luke, whose father is 
Knoxville Baptist Pastor 
Josh Landrum, was diag¬ 
nosed with a heart defect 
when he was still inside his 
mother’s womb. 

At 20 weeks into the 
young couple’s first preg¬ 
nancy, doctors told them 
their baby had Hypoplastic 
Left Heart Syndrome. 

“Basically he was bom 
with half a heart, but Luke is 
a fighter and he won’t give 


up,” said Cassie. 

The couple began seeing 
a pediatric cardiologist who 
referred them to the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan Hospital 
where Luke was bom on 
Nov. 4,2006. 

His first heart surgery oc¬ 
curred when he was a mere 
nine days old. He spent 11 
weeks in the hospital before 
he could return home. 

His second surgery oc¬ 
curred when he was 6 
months old, again in Michi¬ 
gan. He spent two months in 
the hospital and had to en¬ 
dure another surgery to re¬ 
pair some internal damage. 

At 18 months old, Luke 
was diagnosed with endo¬ 
carditis, or an infection of 
the heart valves, which re¬ 
quired another surgery. 

When he was 2 years 
old, he had his fourth open- 
heart surgery to re-route 
the blood flow to go to his 
lungs and then to his heart. 
This was supposed to be his 
final surgery to fix his heart 
defect. 

The family moved 
to Dry Ridge when Josh 
was hired as the pastor at 
Knoxville Baptist Church 
and Cassie was hired by 
St. Elizabeth Home Health 
around that same time four 
years ago. 

Luke developed plastic 
bronchitis because his little 
lungs didn’t like the new 
blood flow and the only 
cure was a heart transplant. 

The family’s wait for a 
new heart officially started 
in December 2012. 

Luke had a Peripheral 
Inserted Central Catheter 
(PICC) line, which was in¬ 
serted in his arm and con¬ 
nected to his chest cavity 
near his heart. He was on 
oxygen 24 hours and wore a 
backpack with an IV pump 
that gave him his medicine 
continuously throughout the 
day. 

The hospital called at 
1:30 a.m. Sept. 13 and 
asked if the family if they 
could be there in 90 minutes

for a transplant. 

Luke endured a 17-hour 
surgery, which transplanted 
a new heart into his small, 
fragile body. 

Doctors had to go in the 
next day and do a second 
surgery to clean out blood 
that had collected around 
his heart. 

Luke spent just a few 
days in the Intensive Care 
Unit following the trans¬ 
plant, which is not common 
as most patients spend sev¬ 
eral weeks in ICU. 

“Luke continues to do 
amazingly well and has 
surprised everyone with his 
recovery,” Cassie said. “He 
has more energy than he 
ever had in his life and can 
finally do the things he’s 
always wanted to like sled¬ 
ding for the first time this 
week. He has his next heart 
catheterization and biopsy 
at the end of the month to 
monitor for signs of rejec¬ 
tion. We are praying for 
continued good results and 
are so thankful to be home 
together as a family in our 
community again.”

Grant County native W. Rodney 
McMullen, a long-time employee 
at Kroger, becomes CEO of the 
Cincinnati-based company on Jan. 
1 . 

One could say that he has been 
preparing for this opportunity his 
entire career, for he started working 
at the grocery giant in 1978 as a 
part-time stock clerk while attend¬ 
ing the University of Kentucky. 

McMullen is currently the com¬ 
pany’s president and chief operat¬ 
ing officer. 

After growing up on a farm in 
Williamstown, McMullen earned 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in 
accounting from UK. 

While attending college and 
beginning in 1978, he gradually 
learned a little of everything about 
Kroger, from putting price labels 
on products and bagging groceries 
to running a register and receiving 
product. 

“I learned a lot. Of course I 
learned a little of everything about 
our business, which was invalu¬ 
able,” he said. “But more impor¬ 
tantly, I learned about hard work 
and that being a good co-worker 
means helping each other accom¬ 
plish what they need to accom¬ 
plish.
